plums that incloſe a deadly Povion, without per- 
ceiving the Snake and the cunning Fallacy of 
their Aflertions, has untortunately Influenced too 
many worthy Gentlemen, that notwithſtanding 
are fincere Lovers of his Majeity and Government, 
whoſe Eyes *tis hoped Experience has unLOCKr. 
'Tis not doubted but there may be more 
Phyloſophical and Logical Arguments, offered to 
your Members this Seſtion 1n Parliament, to 
ſtrengthen and confirm them in their former 
Judgment : There's the aforeſaid Decus & Tt» 
men ready Trumpt up, and two Letters to Mr. 
Lock, about the advance on Mony; and it may be, 
ſeveral others on the Stocks: thele rub one another, 
and tell ye how much the Nation is obliged to Dr. 
Lock for his excellent Advice, and would perſwade 
ye to believe 'tis the Honour, Safety and Welfare

nevertheleſs there are thoſe, who with great con 
dence affirm the contrary, and will tell ye, the car 
rying our Mony Abroad, or that it goes for mory Ac 
any where elle, is a Romance, a meer Fanc In 
and that nothing can be got by it ; tho' every or C 
knows this to be notorioully falſe, and is Ii 
Mr. Lock's affirnung the advance on Silver, wouly Pri

4 wer and Seize all ſuch Gold and Silver Coin as ſhall be 


put on Board anyShip or Veſſel,in order to be Exported, 
or in the keeping of any per ſon paſſing out of this Realm, 


j there is the ſame Reward given to the Diſcoverers, 


as for the diſcovery of Bullion Exported, contrary to 
Law: That is, to have one Moiety as a Reward for 
their Diligence, 


You plainly ſee 'tis evident beyond Contraditti- 


| on, that our Gold and Silver Coins are Exported ; 


that the Exporters thereof make Great, Unreaſona- 
ble and Unlawful Gain to themſelves ; which if 
not _ prevented, muſt daily more and more 
Impoverith the Kingdom : So that the matter in 
Controverſy now is, which way toprevent it. 

"Tis humbly preſumed this order of Council has 
proved as Inetfetual for prevention of this 
| Gric- 
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Grievance, as the Ac before mentioned : And 
ſhould anotherAct or Acts be made, That all Money 
diſcovered to be Exported, ſhould be given to the 
Diſcoverers, and the Exporters to be Hanged, or 
Boyled in Oyl alive ; or any other Torment or Pe- 
nalty, *rwould ſtill be as Incffectual as the former : 
For as Dr. Lock wiſely Obſerves,the trueLiberty the 
Hollanaers have of Exporting their money, does not 
impoveriſh them; nor the ſevere Penalties the 
Spaniards impole on thole that Export their Coin, 
does not prevent their want of Money : This 1s our 
Cale, and plainly demoaſtrates the Folly and Fal- 
lacy of the Dr. for neither can the Spaxiard, nor 
we, or any other Nation, conkine their Money at 
Home by any law, when 'tis more advantageous to 
Export it: Witneſs the French, Dutch, and other 
Nations that have plenty of Money amonglit them- 
{clves,becauſe *tis a loſs to Export it; and 'twas the 
ſame with our Clipt Money. Another Touch of 
theDoctorsFallacy 1s, That a piece of Wood orCork 
divided into 12 parts, will ſtop no bigger hole in a 
Boat it made into 18 or 24 parts : This 1s true, 
where there is but one hole to ſtop; but if the Dr. 
and the Reſt of that Tribe were togo a Voyage in 
that Boat, and had a piece of Cork divided into 12 
parts, and by their own Law to be Hanged if they 
cut it into any more; and when they come to 
Sea,they find 24 holes in the Boat, would they then 
Argue whether *twere neceſſary to Cut the Cork 
into 24 parts or not? But if they ſhould, and in 
the mean time the Boat Sink; would not the 
World ſay they had the juſt Reward of their own 
Folly? The'I am apt to believe they'd venture their 
Necks to ſave Drowning, and by good __

they deſerv'd it : Let them take the -Morahas 
they pleaſe.

But to come to the Matter,'tis moſt.certainthers, 
are ſo many ways tecurely to effect the: Export 

of our Coin, that renders the” Diſcovery -therea 
Impoſſible. They can; arid do pack is-up in Bates of 
Cloth, Serge &c. and many other forts: of Goods; 
They can melt it down' with Lead; and Export it 
for Lead; and ſeveral other ways there--are, 
that ſhould the Officers-appointed to Inſpett thoſs 
matters, ſee it; yet they cannot eaſily know it. 
Nay, I know ways how the property of tenThou- 
{and pounds worth of Gold and Silver for a {mall 
Charge may be ſo altered, that ſcarcely one Gold- 
{mith in a Thouſand ſhall know what it is ; and 
were I not afraid of doing more harm than good, 
I would here diſcover it: This Trick 15 too well 
known and practiſed by the Jews, and other 
Dealers the Exporters of our Coin, who tor that 
purpoſe have a general Correſpondence thro the 
World. Theretore fince none of the aforeſaid 
Methods do or can put a ſtop to thoſe perniczqus 
praQtices of Melting and Exporting our Money, 
there remains only one Expedient, viz, To make 
our Coin of ſuch Value as they ſhall have no 
advantage to do it, which will Infallibly anſwer 
the End, and requires not a Lay tor its has 
| c 
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'Tr was not. the Terror of Hanging, -nor the Re 
ward for the Difcovery of Clippers, that prevented 
one ſhilling from. being Clipt,- wl:lſt any Advan- 
£age- could-be: made thereby; nor will the Penalty 
of Deathſecure your Houſe, y our Goods, or Mo- 
ney; if you kave the, Door open. 

That rhe'Genclemen of the aforeſaid Tribe may 
have ſome Colour for their deligaed Miſtake, they 
telF-ye, That the Advanceof our Coin is only a new 
Notion, a meer. Chymzra, a tairy Treaſure, and 
= no tling-\can be -more diſhonourable and 
ſadvantageonsto the King and Kingdom, than to 
alter their- Aitcient and Lawſul ſtandard Coin of 
E i»lantas they call it; tho; the itandard Weight of 
otir Silver Coinhath been nolefſs. than Nine ſeveral 
titties altered and advanced fince the 28h of EA, 
the Firſt, when the Standard Finencls was the ſame 

Snow, and the Gold Coin bath many more times 
Deen Advanced without any Lofs,or Diſhonour tv 
the King or- Kingdom, 'as can be Learned ; and 
it had 'been happy for this Nation, if the preſent 
undervaluing o our Gold and Silver had done no 
\'more harm. . However, thois Genilemen ſtick ſo 

cloſe to their Ancient Lawful. ſtandard Money 
of Ezz/and, as 1i themſelves believed, and would 
—_—_ others to do the ſame, that our Money 
'Had been of the ſame weight it now is ever ſince 
Noab's Flood, and that it muſt continue the ſame 
to the Day of Judgment, or rather till we have 
none left; or no Man can be pay'd in the Lawtul 
Money of Exglend: For uy they, the Nobility in 
theirLands andRents,the Clergy in theirAnnuities, 
the Souldiers in their Pay, the Merchants in their 


'Tradeand Exchange,and all perſons ia their private 
Deeds 
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Deeds: and ContraQs, muſt be injured. When in 
ſhort there's not one word of this true: For then all 
Deeds and Conveyances are illegal that were be- 
fore the laſt of Queen Elizaberh, and ſince the Mo- 
ny has been clipr ; becauſe *rwas not paid in that 
Species we now call the Ancient, Lawful, Standard 
Mony of Ezg/and, tho” its Antiquity bears no 
longer date. For in the time of Edward the Firſt, 
a Pound weight of Gold was coined into but 13 
Pounds in talc, and the like weight of Silver into 
20 Shillings and 3 Pence ; and therefore they may 
as well call that unlawful which is not paid-by 
that Standard , bcing the True, Ancient, Lawful 
Standard of Exgland; but every Age lince, (and 
no doubt before, it we could know it) has produ- 
ced ſufficicat Reaſon for altering their Coin, which 
hath gradually been Mrancer thro* the ſeveral 
Reigns for zoo Years, till the laſt of Queen Elize- 
beth, when the Pound weight of Gold was coined 
into 33 4, 10 5. and the like weight of Silver into 
3 4. 25. intale, the preſent Standard of our Silver : 
But the Gold Coin hath confiderably been advan- 
ced ſince; for in the 2d of King Jemes the Firſt, 
the Pound-weight Gold was advanced to 37 4. 
45. in tale, and the next Year to 404. and in bis 
gth Year by Proclamation he advanced 2 Shillings 
on every 20, which made it 44 /. 10 5. in take, the 
preſent Standard for Gold ; and tho* Gaizes's at 
firſt were, and (till are coined to that ſtandard, at 
20 Shillings per G«izea, nevertheleſs they went not 
at that price ; for the People, finding they were 


undervalued, did of themſelves, by general con-

ſent advance them 1 Shilling and 6 Pence, which 
made the Pound weight 0 Gold —_ L,

:often turn the vileſt Actions and Defigns of wick- 
ied Men tg the good of Kings and Kingdoms; ſo in 
this, tho? Joubtleſ there have been more Judas's 
-a8d A4hizophe!'s than one, and the late Helliſh De- 
(figns, both open and private againſt His Majeſty 
'and Government, will aſſuredly terminate in their 


.own Shame and Confuſion. 

t>-*Tis plain, the new. Coins of King Charles and 
cFames,,were all melted down or carried away, but 
- What-was hoarded ; and tho* the Government did 
..not then advance their Silver, which would cer- 
_tainly have been a great advantage, yet the Clip- 
pers did:the fame in eftect by diminiſhing the 
quantity, with this difference only, that what the 
-Publick oyght and might have gaincd, ferved on- 
»ly to. inrich theſe Vermin and others their 'Ap- 
pendants, Goldinnths, Bankers and other Dealers 
:4niMony. 

-.,,1 When ever the Gold and Silver Coins arc not in 
- proportion to each other, or undervalued; either 
One or other, or both will. be exported ; Of this 
;i Grievance, Sir Walter; Raleigh in his time made 
* complaint to the King, as a great and 'growing 


LoGtothe Nation.” Adis very obſervable, Phat 
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' $in'the 5th of Edward the Sixth, the Silver Coin of 
this Kingdom was intolerably debaſed, there be- 
ing but 'Three Ounces of Silver to Nine Ounces of 
Allay, which extravagantly advanced the Pound 
weight of Silver to 14 /. Ss. in Tale, when 
the Pound-weight Gold was current but at 28 /. 
16 5. ſo thattwo Pounds of Silver would purchaſe 
one Pound of Gold; which by ſtealth exported, 
would at that time, beyond Seas, buy more than 
ten Pounds of Silver ; which again brought here, 
would purchaſe 5 /. of Gold, &c. 
By this means the Kingdom was drained of the 
reateſt part of their Gold, and had left only a 
baſe paultry Mony: This was a great and notori- 
ous Abuſe on the King and Kingdom ; and he, 
poor King, was ul] ſerved : But there were two 
forts of Men of Buſineſs then, as well as now. 
However, this laſted not long betore rhey felr their 
Error and Folly ; for the next Year the King ad- 
vanced his Gold from 28 /. to 35 /. in Tale, and 
this never-failing Rule brought back the Gold a- 
gain, and reduced his Silver to 3 /. in Tale: This 
proportion, of about 1 to 12 ; that is, 1 Pound of 
Gold to equal the Value of 12 Pounds of Silver, 
was the proportional difterence nigh 3oo Years. 
But at this time in Exg/azd 1 Pound of Gold will 
purchaſe more than 16 Pounds of Silver; ſo that 
Silver and Gold bears not true proportion to each 
other, and both are undervalu'd,and therefore both 
exported ; and be affured, that Truth it ſelf is not 
- more true, than if our Gold and Silver will make 
better Market in any other part of the World than 
at Home, *twill be conveyed thither, Mauger all 


Law and Puniſhment to the contrary. Whatever 
| advan» 
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Advantage ſome Gentlemen may: propoſe to ther, 
ſelves by running down the Value of Gold and 
Silver, 1 can't tell ; but *ris moſt certain, all Coun- 
tries will carry their Gold and Stiver to thule plas 
ces where *rwill yield moſt, or buy moit Commos- 
dity, and not where 'tis of leatt value. 

We fave great reaſon to thank God, that -our 
Laws are not like thoſe of the Medes and Perſians, 
who doubtleſs were a moit ſagacigus Leople, of 
great reach and fore{:ght; whole Decrees required 
no alteration, amend:iaeats, nar others to explain 
them ; and, by what we can earn , they were 
compriſed in few and figmincant Words, compre» 
hending more Solid Matt-r 1 {ix Lines, than we 
uſually expreſs in fix Sides of "41 ; multiplicity 
of Words only rendring the Sence arabiguous and 
ſometimes contrediftury : Wizence proceeds ſo ma- 
ny Flaws, Miſtakes, and Amendments, in Publick 
and Private Buſineſs ; and the Growth of this Mil- 
fortune has been in proportion co the Encreaſe of 
the Profefiors of the Law, as is evidence by the 
Diſparity of Deeds, Conveyances, &c. made 3 or 
4oo Years ago with thoſe now made ; which re- 
minds me of a Story when the Morocco Embatiador 
was here, and one day paſſing by the Temple, ask'd 
what itately Place that was ; was anfwer'd, The 
Temple , tormerly the Reſidence of the Knights 
Termplers of Ferzſa/em, but now for the Proteifors 
of the Law. He called on Mahomet, and bleſs'd 
himſelf, and ſaid, he did not believe there had been 
half ſo mapy Lawyers in the World, ag to- fill 
that great Place : But was anſwered, There were 
many more Great and Noble Places, formerly the 
Habitations of Perſons of great Quality, that were 
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gow likewiſe flPd with Stadents and Profeſſors of 
the Law. Bleſs me! {aid he, what Uſe or Bene- 


fit-can they be to your Country ? Co

told him, That, together with the Work they cur 
out for themſelve;, the one by b6nding Faults. and 
Flaws with what the other did, kept them in that 
Grandure. He ſaid, He believed as much ; for 
that, in his Country, he remembred but of two 
Lawyers in his time, and they by the like Practiſes 
made ſuch Diſturbance among{t the People, that 
his Maſter was forc'd to hang them both. Nat 
that Toffer this Reflectioully on the Geatlemen of 
the Lotig Robe, buc Reverence and Hgnour the 
Profeilors of the Law, that Honour their Pzxofeſ- 
fion ; tho” the Practice and Original Intention of 
the Law ſecms-to be inverted , which was to re- 
lieve the Oppreiſed, and right the Injured, with- 
out delay of Time or wm Charge, which now 
theexpenſive tediouſneſs of Law-Coantroverſies, an 
moſt Caſes, redounds more to the Advantage of 
the Profeſſors than the Commodity of the Inju-

1. The Bulk of Gainea's, which alonegarried gn, 
the whole Trade of the Kingdom for ſomg time, 
and anſwered every Man's Bills and Occafions; 
without Complaint of Scarcity, Non-paymentt or 
Stock-jobbing Notes, or-Bills, at 14, 16, and ſortge 
times 20 per Cent. diſcount, theſe are partly exx 
ported by Foreign Dealers to their Private Advan- 
tage, and partly hoarded up at Home for the ſame 
end, willing to have the Advantage themſelves 
they know others make by their Exportation, Thus 
has made what we have left, a dead and uſeleſs 
Caſh, and the Obligation and Encouragement to 
Coin more 1s taken oft by Act of Parliament, to 
the Firſt of next January, excepting the Royal 
Africauz Company, tor their own ule, and declares, 
That the Importation of Guines's from beyond Seas, 
may prove prejudicial to the Kingdow ; and there- 
fore enats, 7 bat all Gainea's imported from the 24 
of March /a#, to the 15t of next January, ſhall be 
forfeited, the one half tothe Kjng, and the other ta 
the Informer. 

There's no doubt but this ACt has eitectually 
anſwer'd its end, becaule 'tis no advantage to 
bring them over : And what Forfeitures there have 
been thereon, I know not ; but, by the want of 
Guinea's, we may {uppoſe the Nation wants more 
than a Million of its Current Caſh. 

2. By Recoining of about Four Millions of Clipt 
Mony, and ſuppoling a Million more to Coin, will 
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make ſomething more than 'Two Millions and an 
Half, and the Loſs muſt.be nigh as much more of 
the Currant- Caſh. 

3. By the Nox-Currancy of Bank and Banker's 
Bills, Gold{mith's, and other Notes, the Nation 
may be*deprived of nigh a Million of Current 
Gredit more, which makes Four Millions and an 
Half, beſides the great Sums of Money dayly ex- 
ported : This makes a great Hole in the neceſſary 
ruyning Caſh of the Kingdom, required to anſwer 
our Domeſtick Commerce and Occaſions. Sir W:/- 
tram Petty in King Charles the Second's Time, eſti- 
/ mating the whole Running Caſh of the Nation at 
Six Millions, and Mr. Lownas computes the whole 
Silver Coin Clipt and Unclipt, Hoacded and Cur- 
rant in Exeland, before their melting down, to be 
but Five Millions Six Hundred Thouſand Pounds ; 
{o that, notwithſtanding our Occaſions are greater 
than ever, for Money-to fatishe the National 
Debts, Arrears, and Deficiency of Funds ; and that 
our Neeeſfary Preſervation calls for more large 
Srpplies ; yet wethave Four Millions and an Half 
leſs Caſh and- Credit to do it with, thana Year 
ſince : Nor can it be believ'd, that all the Plate 
in the Kingdom will make good this Sum ; and 
we are ſure, at the Price "tis now at, none will be 
brought in: And in their own Words we may 
truly ſay, That, Tzſfead of real! Gold and Silver we 
had before, we have now a Fairy Treaſure in our G lo- 
rious New Money, that no ſooner appears but vas 
nijbes. 

”Tis worth obſerving, That *twas ndt the Quan- 
tity or Smalneſs of the Clip'd Mony, ſo much as 
the Quality, the Aqdulterate Baſcnels of the _ 
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tal, Falſe Impreſſion, and the Difficulty of knows 
ing paſſable from not paſſable, and the Trouble in 
receiving and paying, to diſtinguiſh Six Pences 
from Shillings, > 4 Theſe were Inconveniencies 
that loudly cryed for a Reformation ; not but Ex- 
perience demonſtrates ye could buy as much of 
any Commodity here for Five Shillmmgs , that 
weighed not Half a Crown, as you do now for 
Five Shillings, that weighs as much more, and 
payd as much Rent, Debts, &c. as now, and equal 
to it for all Uſes, Exportation excepted ; Wtere 
"tis natural to believe an Ounce of Silver will pur. 
chaſe more than Half an Ounce; the ſame, it 
they bring their Coin hither. Now, ſuppoſi 
that every Man in the Kingdom had as on 
New Money, as they Before had of Clip'd Mo. 
ney, the Nation would not be one Halt Penn 
richer than before : If ye can buy no more Land, 
pay no more Rents or Debts with it, nor buy 
more Commodities at home with it, as certainly 
e can't; then *tis neither better or worſe -in Va- 
ue, but the ſame, only with this Difference, that 
you have as much 'more Silver in your Coin as 
ſerved the ſame Uſe before, and ſo have but 
Half the Quantity of Money you might have ; 
and before ye were aſſured none cou'd be carryed 
away to your Loſs, but ye have now no Affurance 
but 1t may all; and the only Advantage 1s, that 
*tis more commodiovs for Tale, and not fo eafily 
counterfeited as before, tho* roo much practiſed 
already. 

It will be Obje&ed, the Damage the Merchants 
would ſuſtain by their Foreign Bills and Remit» 


tances more than now : This is only a Miltake ;

for before cur Clipt Coin in Specie was carryed be- 
yond Seas for Payments, and they met with ſuch 
Loſs and Difficulties as weil as our ſelves, in the 
Receipt and Payment, they did not fall their Ex- 
change, tho' the greateſt part of the Currant Caſh 
in the Kingdom this 3o years, has been Clipt Mo» 
ny more or leſs: For the Exchange docs not re- 
gard the intrinlick Value, but the extrialick Value 
and Deaomination 1t bears 1n the relpective Coun- 
tries. 

For if I pay here 100 /. that is, 32/7. 3 Ounces, 
One Penny Weight, and Two and Twenty Grains 
of Sterling Silver, to receive the like Value in Hol- 
land at 36 Dutch Skillings per Pound Sterling: It 
] expect to receive the ſame Weight of Silver 
therc, I am miſtaken ; and *ris poluible I may'nt 
have Half that Quantity, which neverthelels is 
no Loſs to me, becauſe it anſwers my End ; 'twill 
pay my 100 Pounds Debt there, or anſwer any 
other occaſion, as well as it I had the ſame Quan- 
tity of Silver chart I here payd ; and this is proper- 
ly call'd Exchange : But it Ii carry my 100/. 
to Hollana, and exchange it but for roo /. of their 
Money, I make an ill Exchange, and give them 
twice the Silver ticy give me, which cannot be 
expected to return again, bur by the ſame Diſad- 
vantage to us, 2s *tis Advantage to them to keep 
it: Nor is it any Ditterence whilſt the Coins of 
Countries are not exported, but their Commerce 
maintained by Bii!s of Exchange, whether I pay 
100 Guinea's here, to receive 100 Cocklc-ſhels in 
Holland; or pay 100 Guinea's in Holland, to re- 
ceive 100 Cockle-ſhels here: So I can in one 
Country pay or purchalc as much for one,as I can 
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in the other for other : Nor can the Advance of 

zur Coin prejudice any Merchants, but thoſe that 

Export it to the Publick Damage, who more de- 
ſerve an Halter than a Gold Chain for their 
Encouragement: *Tis by ſuch unproficable Mer- 
chandizing, that the Nation has been rob'd of ſo 
preat and immenſe Treaſure, ſince the 1, of Q. 

Elizabeth, there having been Coin'd more than 

Twenty Two Millions of Silver Money of the 

ame Weight Standard and Fineneſs as now is ; 
and now the whole Silver Coin in the Kingdom, 
will ſcarce amount to Four Millions ; and grant- 
ing there are Two Millions more in Plate, than 
was at that time in the Nation, there will be 
Sixteen Millions of Silver Coin, beſides Gold, 
the People have been rob'd of, to gratifie the a» 
varitious ſelt-ended Deſigns of unprofitable Mere 
chants, within ſomething more than an Hundred 
Years, for want of Raiſing the Value of our 
Coin; which growing Inconveniency to the King 
and Kingdom, Sir Walter Raleigh wiſely foreſaw, 
and fore-warn'd. *Tis worth conſidering what 
we have had for this Treaſure: Why, there's 
fine China Babies, Cabinets, Skreens, &c. with 
Monkey-tac'd Pictures,fine Silks, Mullins and Ca» 
licoes; and I can't tell ye how many Hundred 
Thouſand Tuns of Fine and Foul Frexch Wines 
into the Bargain. Theſe are poor Remains of ſuch 
a Treaſure; and can any Man in his right Senſes 
believe that the preſent Standard of our Coin, 
which *tis plain, has already robbed the Nation of 
lo much Money, will now be the Means to bring 
it in again? O Moria! Now could I wiſh my 
felf a Second Eraſmns to ling forth thy — 
. c 
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It is the Defign of thoſe Gentlemen to puzzle theſj,, 
Country with the Balance of Trade, and tell themſſ 
it matters not what the Coin is, *tis the Balanc 
of Trade mult make us rich : *Tis true,that muſt 
if any thing does ; but, by their Methods, we canf,; 
never turn the Scale, In {hort, the Balance is thus g 
If we carry out more Gold and Silver than weſt, 
bring in, the Nation is ſo much the poorer ; and 
you ſee before, which way the Balance has turned F 
this Hundred Years ; bur of late, being drove byiq 
Neceflity, when the Silver-Coin was ſo bad, that 
little could be taken with ſafety, and that molt of 
the Gold was exhauſted, and, as now, no Trade 
to bring in more, the People, by a good Policy off, 
their own, with Univerſal Conſent and Good-li- 
king, and to their Mutual Advantage , did Ad- 
vance their Gold, which was in ſuch proportion 
to the Silver-Coin then, that neither could be car-Jp 
ried away, without great loſs ro the Exporters: 
This ſoon brought over grear Plenty of Gold, and 
put New Lite into us, ſet all Hands at Work onf,; 
our own  ManufaCturies and Produce, and ſuff- 
ciently turned the Balance on our fide; and forf; 
one Guinea then exported, we had more than a 
thoutand broughtin ; and tor one hundred Pounds 
of our own Manufactury now exported , there 
was then a thouſand ; and all our own Gold was 
coined into Guirea's : "This brought us True and 
Real Riches, great Plenty of Mony and good 
Trade throughout the whole Kingdom, made all 
Men eaſie, and buſiy employ'd, inabled them 
cheerfully and willing ly ro pay their Taxes, Rents þ 
their Bills and Credir, and the War with France 
made-no more Impreſiion oa our Minds or i | 
than 
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theſ. han it now does-oh the Great Mogel. We fold 
Mthem our Commodities at good. Rates, and we 
WKehad Gold and Trade enough amongſt our ſelves, 
alt, which was the thing we wanted ; and thoſe Clg- 
-2M8thiers and other Dealers on our own Manufa- 
UE curies, that could then employ 3 or 400 Perſons, 
Weave now neither Buſineſs nor-Mony to employ 
nd 50, and*many have quite left off Trading, Thus

I "Tis not the Intereſt of Tradeſmen to leave off 
or heir Trade; and as they can't live without "Trade, 
F lo they cannot Trade without Mony and Gain ; 
** or when 100 /."Bill ſhall be anſwered with 5 /. 
Specie,can they pay their poor Work-tolks, and 
are forc'd to defiſt : And 'tis humbly ſuppoſed, 
here's ſcarce a Corporation in England, has not 
klt the Effects of this miitaken Opinion, _ be- 
eve 
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lieve their Loſt Trade and Mony can any ways 
be retrieved, but by what they know broughr it 
them before 3 that is, advancing the Coin : For if 
they have not, by undervaluing our Coin, this 7 or 
$8 Months, brought one Ounce in ten of Silver 
to the Mint, buc what we drain from oar ſelves, 
why ſhould we believe, that for the time tocome 
they can? We mult conſider, that we. have no 
Mines of Gold and Silver, as the Spaniard has, 
yearly to repleniſh our exhautted Store, and there- 
fore merits our moiſt ſ{zrious Confideration, how 
we ſhall bring Silver from abroad to the Mint , if 
all the Flate in the Nation was run down and ex- 
rted, it we can't bring it in now without it, 
"he Publick and Private Plate ought to be our laſt 
Shifr, except we ſell or pawn our Lands : AndI 
appeal to ali Men, if the Nation has not been 
better able this Seven Years to Maintain the War 
with France, without Melting down their Plate, 
and without knowledge of thoie General Com- 
plaints for want of Trade and Mony, as hath been 
only tor Seven Months laſt paſt, ſince the under- 
valuing of the Coin. If they object , the Occa- 
© ſion of this Misfortune is, the Mony's not being 
all coined : "That is no Reaſon ; for, before any of 
it was coined, there was little Silver current, but 
Gold enough, withaut complaint 3 and, notwith- 
ſtanding all that has been coined fince, there's not 
{0 much Mony as was before. 
Therefore, fince the Deſign of all Trade, is the 
rocuring of Gold and Silver, and that can only 
had for our ManufaQuries and-Commodities; 
for we purchaſe not Gold and Silyer with Gold 


and Silver, and the undervaluing of ours will not 
make 
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make-other Countries to undervalue theirs; for 
then they loſe the Advantage of Drawing the Sl» 
ver to themſelves for their Commodities; nor 
would the advance of our Mony , have any 1n- 
fluence on them to advance theirs ; becauſe the 
could then have no advantage by Trading wit 
us and Buying our Commodities : Theretore ic 
matters not from whence we have it, or whether 
we go to the Eaſt or Weſt-Indies to fetch it; It it 
comes Home to us, it anſwers our end ; and they 
have only our Labour and ManufaQure for it, 
of which we can never be drain'd, 

But, ſay they, the Foreign Merchants will un- 
der-ſell ye with your own Commodities. *Tis 
falſe: For if I ſell a Datchmen a Piece of Cloth for 
fo much Gold or Silver, can't I fell a Speriard or 
Portugueſe as much for the ſame "ny of Gold 
and Silver? And when we have the Gold and Sil- 
ver, we may make our own Markets for our Com- 
modities. 

Geatlemen, if ye think it more for the Honour 
and Safety of the Nation when your Plate is melt- 
ed down, and you have no more Mony than be- 
fore, when every paultry Ale-houſe could ſhew 
more Plate than a Frexch Counc , and moſt Ta- 
verns could equal thoſe of the Firſt Rank in 
France ; when every Porter or Carman had more 
Gaines in's Pocket, than now many Geatlemen 
of Eftates; when the Army neither abroad nor at

to dig out yourown Mony that's buried in Banco ; 
and more than that,to raife Mony on your Tallies ; 
and that no Perſonal Security how good ſoever 
will be takep, and on your _ or Plate ye muſt 
give 
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ive more than 10 per Cext. and glad to get it 
{o;; and this will reduce your Lands ro avout Ten 
Years purchaſe : And choſe Gentlemen havea fue 
time on'r, whole Lands arc incumber'd and ngw 
compell'd to pay the Mony : For it thgre be:but 
halt the Mony to circulate as the Nation requires, 
that doubles the Iatcreſt, rho' nut by Law, yet 
not to be-procured without it, and you can have 
but halt your former Value for your Lands ; and 
nothing 1s more the Interelt of landed Men, than 
to Multiply the Mony amongſt our lelves, which 
will advance their Lands to 25 Years Purchaſc, 
and more, proportionable to the lowering the In- 
tereſt, *Tis mentioncd inthe Publiok,News, that 
the States of Holiznd have lately bayzowed 5 Male 
lions of Florins in 14 Days time at, per Cert. and 
I wiſh, that Mony ere tor his Majetty's Service 
might be raiſed for” the ſame Intereit ; but rhis 
mu{t be tlic ecttect of pleaty of Mony , which as 
naturally decreaſes Intereit, as the.,Scarcity ad- 
vances it. It ye can believe thelc'thmngs.to befor 
the Henour and Satety of the Kingand Kingdom, 
*twill be:no difitcult matter to perlwade ye to lend 
your Leather to Franceand wear Wooden Shoos. 
The:Continuance of thele Grievances, mult dil- 
hearten: the People at home, aud we 1hall be fo far 
from a Terror ro our-;Encmics abroad, that ,we 
ſhall:be contemptible and forſaken by our Priends:: 
For, 'Ts Mony commands all things, laith Solowani; 
and, as the old Proverb has it, makes,the Pot bail, 
tho" the Devil Piſs tw.the Fire ; aud *tis like, Blood 
in the Veins, 1t ir ftaguatc, and the circulation be 
impeded, or let out by roo great ctfulion, the de 
itruction of the whole Body muit unavoidably en- 
{ue 
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ſue. I ſhall nat preſume to preſcribe 2 Remedy, 
and put a Stop to theſe great and growing; Evils, 
being the Butineſs of thoſe Honourable- Gentle- 
men your Repreſcntat.ves, and your own, 1n 
what you can affiit in a Matter of lo great Conle- 
quence, where too many can't be contulted ; for 
that good which is mott detuſive, does molt good 
and 1s belt ; and Solomon lays, In the Multitude of 
Connſelloys there s Wiſdom. And poſſibly the grea» 
ter part of the Scriblers on this Subject may have 

rivate ends, dittcrent from the good of the Pub- 
lick : And therefore, how ſ{p2cious foever their 
Reaſons may appear to ye, 'tis your own Interelts 
and the Publick Good ye muſt conlult,and believe, 
that the intention of Mony 1s plentituily to circus» 
laze amongſt your ſelves ; and to encourage thoſe 
profitable Merchants, that, for your Cloths and 
other Manutfacturies, bring ye in Gold and Silver, 
who can receive no damage from the advance of 
the Coin; and for the other Merchants that have 
alrcady carried away ſuch Valt Sums ; (and it not 
prevented) will much more, ye may be as com- 
pleſant to as you plcalc. 

I ſhall only remark, That when all the Clipt 
Moay 15 recoincd, if it went for as much 1n rale 
as it did beiore, with the addition of fo much as 
_ make an equality in Payments; that 1s, to 
make the difference of cvery 100 Pounds weight 
of Clipt Mony equal, no Man couid fay he was 
injured, fince he is paid in a better Coin than hg 
lent ; and *ris equal whether Ten Shillings he lent, 
be paid in Ten Pieces, or One: And the remain- 
der of the Twelve Hundred Thouſand Pounds, ta 
make good the Coin, may bo imployed to ue 
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uſes more advantageous to the King and King- 
dom, than amending the Coin. This would 
make us as rich as we were before, encreaſe 
Trade, and bring great quantities of Plate to the 
Mint. from abroad and at home, and the Nation 
once more happy again ; which may more eaſily be 
altered, when tound neceſſary, than we can bring 
Silver trom beyond Seas, when we want 1t. 

The imaginary lols, in paying the Armies be- 
yond Seas, will vaniſh, for the Soldiers will have 
no lols thereby : For if they are to have Six-pence 
per day, more or leſs, if paid in Mony from hence, 
they muſt have ſo much as will make that Sum 
there, let the Exchange be what it will ; and we 
had better loſe Two-pence in a Shilling , than 
Twelve-pence; and the one, like our Clipt Mony, [tt 
will be {ure ro come back ; and the other, like our |m 
New Mony, will be ſure to ſtay there. And Jus Jex 
Majeſty, long ſince, recommended to the Parlia- [in 
ment to find out Means to prevent ſo great a Loſs or 
to the Nation, as the carrying out Mony in Specze : |th: 
But what Methods that Honourable Houſe have Jan 
taken to prevent it, I know not ; nor, to the beſt of | ha; 
my remembrance, have ſcen any thing publick re- 
lating to it. 

It is not impoſſible, but we might furniſh our Janc 
own Armies at leaſt with Corn aad Cheeſe, and in: 
many other things from hence, without ſending his 
Mony thither to buy ic, which would much di-[fon 
miniſh the Charge of our Army, mat 

Ic is not impoſſible, but we might have fur- [not 
niſh'd the Duke of Savoy, when an Ally, and other kar, 
Allies, that have our Aſſiſtance, inſtead of Mony, [rous 
Wath Corn, if cheap, here ; and with _ = tain, 
on 
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ftols, Swords, Powder, Bombs, Ball, Clothes, Hats, 
Stockens, Shooes; all Furniture for Horſes, and. 
many other things, which would have done their 
Buſineſs as well as Mony. But it may be faid, 
They cou'd buy them cheaper at Home : That 
can't be ; for they can'c have them cheaper, than 
for nothing ; and the Mony would have been 
ſpent at Home, and created a Trade, and have 
been no loſs to the Nation, it we part only with 
our Labour and Produtt. 

'Tis worth obſerving the advantageous Policy 
the French King has made uſe of, during this War, 
who, from the beginning, has greatly advanced 
his Coin, and by that Policy chiefly , has been 
able to Cope with, and Baffle, the United Force of 
the greateſt part of Exrope ; and yet tis very re- 
markable, that thoſe Gentlemen who fo highly 
extol that Monarch's other Policies, run Counter 
in this, and ſay, he is a Prince that has but little 
or no Trade, and may do it; but it's beneath us, 
that are a Trading Nation. This is a mean ſhift ; 
and it had been happy for this Kingdom, if we 
had traded to ſo good advantage as he has done; 
he has not let the Merchants run away with his 
Gold and Silver, but makes it to enrich Himſelf 
and Country, and not them, but by bringing it 
in : He has neither Gold or Silver the Produce of 
his own Country, no more than we ; nor has he 
ſo much as Lead or Tin of his own growth, nor 
many other uſefu] Commodities, and yet he wants 
not any of them more than we, for ought we can 
karn: He maintains an Army three times as nume- 
rous as ours, and at prodigiqus Charge in Main- 
taining his Gariſons, and great Fleets ; has Ar- 
: Mmucs 
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ries in all places where we have, and more, and 
fends great Sums to his Confederates the Turk, and 
the King of Poland, whil'it living ; belides the 
Ts in Maintaining his roguiſh Jacobzte 

miſfaries and others, in moit Countries in Europe, 
and Lords it over his Neighbours : And theſe arc 
all the Inconveniences that we can know he has 
found this 8 Years, by the Advance of 1:is Mony, 
# quite different Story to what our latt 7 Months 
has brought us to; and 'twili calily be believed, 
that he would not have continued ut, it it had been 
a diſadvantage to him. And why that witch is lo 
advantageous to lim, and was 10 t us, whil't 
the Clipe Mony went, whoſe diminiih'd Weight 
made us on equal Terms with lim, fhould 
now be thought our loſs? And "tis well known 
his Gold Piitoies have been the chuct Artillery that 
has made him Lews Grand. 

Now, Gentlemen, he that can tell ye of ouc rea] 
Benefit the Nation have had, or are like to have,to 
balance theſe Inconveniences thepreſent Standard 
of our Coin has brought on the K:ngdom, ought 
to be to you, more than the great Apollo, 

I ſhall add, That the City of £Lo.1doz have gi 
ven ye all a good Preſident, 1n t'1err late Requelt 
to their Repreſentatives in Pariiainenc 3 wherein 
they make their earneſt Requelt, 7 hat they would 
aſe their utmoſt and joynt Exdeavours,at the firit Sit- 
ting down of the Parliament, that the Plot may bt 
throaghly examined into ; and that the Conſpirators, 
who have hitherto made it their buſpaeſs, wot only ti 
keep a Private Correſpondence with our Enemies, and 
to deliver up the Ships, and Effetts of our Merchanti 
and Traders into their hands ; but alſo, to betray [+ 4 
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Majeſty's Councils, and ſo deſtreſs and undermine the 
beſt of Governments, may be aetetted : Without which, 
they humbly offer it as their Opinion,That all other En- 
deaVOur's fr the Preſervation of the Kjng and Kzng- 
dom will prove ineffeftual, Theretore, it ye now omit 
what ye think neceſſary fog your own Good and 
Safety to Offer, ye muſt blame your ſelves: Nor can 
ye but be truly ſenſible of the great Bleffing we en- 
joy above other Nations in our Religion, and be- 
lov'd Liberties, under the beſt of Kings, whom 
Heaven has Crown'd with all Royal Virtues ; 
whoſe Goodneſs has left it entirely to his People, 
to make themſelves a Great, Rich and Happ 
Nation ; and has pleaſed to Recommend it to the 
Conſideration of his People, whether there do not ſtill 
remain ſome Inconventencies relating to the Coin, 
which ought to be remedied ; Tho? after all we may 
too fitly be compared to the Image in Nebuchad- 
nezzar's Viſion, We have a Golden Head, *tis 
true, but Members of Braſs, Clay and Iron.
